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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicant has 
amended claims to overcome the rejection based on the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting over 6,686,775. In combination with other 
limitations of the claims, the cited prior arts fail to teach a clock buffer circuit coupled to 
the scanning dynamic logic circuit to generate first, second, and third clock signals in 
response to a scan clock signal... while the subsequent stages dynamically propagate 
the test value, as recited in claims 1 and 20; the cited prior arts also fail to teach an 
output node coupled to the transistors wherein selection of signals... to generate the 
output from the scanning dynamic logic circuit, as recited in claim 11; and the cited prior 
arts also fail to teach the step of propagating the test value through the subsequent 
stages by using the third clock signal, as recited in method claim 18. 

2. Claims 1 , 4-15, and 18-20 are in condition for allowance. Claims 2, 3, 16, and 17 
have been canceled.
